W inona is taking lessons front La 
C rosse in the securing of 
factories 
and the enervating of industrial con- 
jditions. 
Ii. I). Blair one of W inona'* 
prom inent business men, recently in- 
jvestigated conditions 
in La 
Crosse 
and m ade the following reort of what 
I he saw here to the W inona Repub- 


1 bean: 
“ Mr. Blair this week paid a visit to 
La Crosse, the near neighbor of W i ­ 
nona down the river, a city that at 
one time surpassed Wenona in the 
extent of its lumbering operations by 
reason of its being located near the 
m o u th of the Black river down which 
m any logs were rafted. 
La Crosse in 
its time had several m ore sawmills 
than W inona, but at present the p ro ­ 
cess of change from a lumbering city 
to one of general m anufacturing is 
even mor$ jrttvanftcd down there than 
in W inona.**'This is due to the fact 
that 
W in o n a lum berm en have been 
able to secure logs for a longer pe­ 
riod at favorable figures than 
was 
possible for the La ( rosse lumber 
men. 
T he lumber industry 
is 
now 
practically a thing of the past in La 
Crosse, the same as it is rapidly b e ­ 
coming in Winona. 
“ In view of these conditions Mr. 
Blair improved the opportunity af- 
) forded by a business trip to La Crosse 


I to lo o k into tin- situation there and 
find how the place was getting along 
under the changed situation. 
Ile re­ 
ports that in his opinion L a Crosse 
was never m ore prosperous than it 
is at present, and attributes this to 
the location of 
new 
m anufacturing 
and industries there and the building 
up of old industries. 
“ He found the handling of tobacco 
being particularly well developed. A 
good deal of tobacco has been grown 
in W isconsin in late years and in- 
creased industry along this line is to 
be expected. 
T here is one large to ­ 
bacco concern there that gives e m ­ 
ployment to a hundred and fifty men. 
and several others nearly 
as large. 
W h e n asked as to whether La Crosse 
residents were loyal to the 
use of 
hom e made goods in tin* sm oking line 
Mr. Blair said he had not had time to 
investigate this matter. 
“ In the m atter of beer m anufacture 
La Crosse is doing a large business. 
It has several large breweries 
that 
ship their product over a large terri­ 
tory. 
In connection with the b re w ­ 
eries quite a little malting is done. 
“T he m anufacture of boilers is also 
being carried o n on a large scale iii 
La Crosse. 
A re c e n t consolidation of* 
some of these works these has result­ 
ed in one large plant. 
Various other 
lines of m anufacturing enterprise are 
also carried on there. 
"As a result of his visit Mr. Blair 
became m ore firmly convinced than 
ever that with the spirit now m a n i­ 
fested here all interests working h a r­ 
moniously to push the city's welfare, 
the futury of this city was assured. 
T here was no line of iiglustry he saw 
at La Crosse but what he considered 
could be carried on to as good if nett 
better advantage here. 
He predicts 
that G reater W in o n a will become a 
reality if all work unitedly 
to this 
end.”
